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Citizens Speak Out at Second 
Hearing on the City Budget 


Just prior to its regular meet- 
ing on May 24, the Greenbelt 
City Council conducted its sec- 
ond public hearing on the pro- 
posed Fiscal Year 2005 city bud- 
get. The hearing was the first 
opportunity for public reaction 
to changes that had been infor- 
mally accepted by a majority of 
council at its May 17 final bud- 
get worksession. Two citizens 
used this opportunity to voice 
strong objections to the proposed 
budget that now would require a 
two-cent increase in the city real 
property tax rate from 69.6 cents 
to 71.6 cents and a similar in- 
crease in the business personal 
property tax rate from $1.61 to 
$1.63. 

A memo to council from City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
and Treasurer Jeff Williams out- 
lining all the suggested changes 
to the proposed budget infor- 
mally agreed upon at the May 17 
final budget work session was 
made available to those attend- 
ing the council meeting. Based 
on the suggestions made at that 
worksession, a total of $337,400 
in additional revenues will be 
figured in the budget. 

Citizen Comments 

Suzanne Krofchik, the first 
citizen to comment, noted that 
although she appreciated all the 
time and effort that council puts 
into the budget review, she is not 
happy with the proposed increase 
in city taxes. She compared the 
city approach with how people 
have to run a household. “[For a 
household] there is only a certain 
amount of income. If expenses 
are greater, [you need to] reduce 
somewhere. The city does the

reverse by just raising taxes. 
You need to start looking for 
cuts [because] the citizens end 
up paying more.” Krofchik sug- 
gested cutting the money council 
added to retain a red light cam- 
era that staff recommended turn- 
ing off, considering increased 
user fees, reducing some recre- 
ation programs and making them 
more self-supporting and charg- 
ing more affluent seniors more 
for existing discounted programs. 
Krofchik told council that her 
friends and neighbors generally 
agreed with her position. 

Charles Hagelgans also regis- 
tered opposition to the proposed 
increase in the tax rate. He 
noted that his house was recently 
reappraised approximately 50 
percent higher by state assessors 
and that he expects annual 10 
percent increases in his property 
assessment for the foreseeable fu- 
ture. In his view the city’s pro- 
posed budget is “not quite bal- 
anced with my interest.” Noting 
the extra taxes that Greenbelt 
homeowners pay over county 
taxes, he asked, “Is it worth 
$1,200 to remain in Greenbelt?” 

Council members responded 
to citizen concerns with courtesy 
and understanding but offered no 
remedies. Mayor Judith Davis 
agreed with the need to look for 
ways to trim but noted it was 
extremely difficult to balance 
competing interests. She also 
said most recreation programs are 
self-supporting. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts defended his position on the 
red light camera, expressing con- 
cern that “turning off the camera 
would lend ammunition to

His Six Months in Iraq 


The Eleanor and Franklin 
Roosevelt Democratic Club is

A Special Report from an Ameri- 
can Expert Working in Iraq.”

Tom Renahan, a resident of 
Greenbelt, has been working in 
Iraq since December 2003, as part 
of a team of American and Euro- 
pean experts assembled by the 
International City Management 
Association (ICMA). The team 
is primarily focused on working 
with local officials to help estab- 
lish democratically-based coun- 
cils and institutions. Renahan is 
working under a one-year con- 


tract through an ICMA subcon- 
tractor and is on a two-week 
home visit. He will be returning 
to Iraq in mid-June. Renahan 
will provide a direct, hands-on 
report on progress and obstacles 
in establishing democratic values 
and institutions in Iraq. 
Renahan is a political scien- 
tist and has taught at Western II- 
linois University. He is an ex- 
pert in local government politics 
and has significant local profes- 
sional credentials, previously 
serving as city manager in Seat 
Pleasant and as a consultant to 
the towns of Berwyn Heights 
and Fairmont Heights, as well as 
the City of Mount Rainier. 
Before leaving for his assign- 
ment in Iraq last December, in an 
exclusive interview with Sandra 
Lange of the Greenbelt News Re- 
view, Renahan expressed cau- 
tious optimism about his mission. 
“There are a lot of very smart 
people in Iraq, but it remains to 
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people who want to get rid of 
the program.” 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens noted, “We do the best 
we can. Maybe we have to tell 
people to lower expectations.” 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
echoed the mayor’s comments, 
expressed appreciation for the 
thoughtful comments and noted 
the difficulty in balancing all the 
different needs. 

Councilmember Konrad 
Herling also thanked the citizens 
for their time and effort, while 
noting the traditional higher 
level of expectations in 
Greenbelt, a greater confidence in 
the city government, how the 
city 1s known to respond to 
needs and the expected mainte- 
nance of the quality of life in 
Greenbelt. 

Changes 

The city council’s preliminary 
one-cent increase over the 
manager’s original proposal of an 
additional one-cent in both the 
real and personal property rates 
results in a $135,400 increase. 
An increase of $20 in inspection 
fees for rental apartments (from 
$50 to $70) and a $35 increase 
for single family home rentals

Memorial Day Is Marked 
Here by Legion, Veterans

More than 200 Greenbelt- 
area veterans and residents 
gathered at American Legion 
Post 136 Monday morning to 
honor veterans who sacrificed 
their lives in military service. 
The event, originally planned 
as an outdoor ceremony at 
Roosevelt Center, moved in- 
side the Legion hall after the 
low blanket of clouds dripped 
a steady rain. The solemn note 
was appropriate, noted Mayor 
Judith Davis in her remarks to 
the group, in contrast to 
Saturday’s glorious weather 
which welcomed hundreds of 
thousands of World War II vet- 
erans — most of whom are now 
in their 80s — to the National 
Mall in Washington, D.C., to 
greet each other and mark their 
accomplishments of “the great- 
est generation.” Davis read a 
proclamation honoring veter- 
ans who lost their lives in the 
armed services. She attended 
the weekend opening of the

memorial on behalf of her fa- 
ther, who like many World 
War II veterans, was physi- 
cally unable to attend.

For years Greenbelt Homes has 
had an annual yard inspection 
program in place and for years I 
received notice that my yard 
looked good and to “Keep up the 
good work.’ Last year, for the first 
time, I was told that I had to re- 
move the mold from the outside of 
my unit, which I of course did. I 
understand that this year an out- 
side company is conducting the 
inspections. I don’t know what 
type of training or guidelines the 
inspector has been given, but the 
concept of being reasonable and 
using discretion does not seem to 
have been conveyed. I understand 
the need to paint fences, wash 
mold from the sides of homes, cut 
grass and trim hedges to maintain 
an acceptable neighborhood ap- 
pearance. 

I don’t understand that this in- 
spector is now making gardening 
decisions such as cut seedling 
trees from hedge or weed your 
flowerbeds.

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New Traffic Light 
For Lakecrest Dr.

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin has announced the 
welcome news that a traffic signal 
will be installed at the intersection 
of Greenbelt Road and Lakecrest 
Drive opposite the entrance to 
Holy Cross Lutheran Church. The 
city council has been asking the 
Maryland State Highway Admin- 
istration (SHA) for a signal for 
that intersection for more than 
two decades. 

McLaughlin gave significant 
credit for this accomplishment to 
County Councilmember Douglas 
Peters, who initially contacted the 
SHA nearly a year ago and 
pressed the issue several times. 

Peters wrote in response to 
SHA that avoiding this danger- 
ous intersection by “funneling 
vehicular traffic from the subdivi- 
sions and businesses located on 
or adjacent to Lakecrest Drive 
through heavily congested, resi- 
dential neighborhoods and narrow 
roadways, in front of a commu- 
nity center, playground and place 
of worship and on an already 
overloaded and heavily traveled 
Southway” created other danger- 
ous conditions for Greenbelt resi- 
dents. Peters also noted that the 
“historical record of accidents” 
was another strong indicator of 
the need for a signal. 

On May 6, SHA District Engi- 
neer Charlie Watkins sent letters 
to both Peters and Mayor Judith 
Davis relaying the good news. 
Watkins told Peters and Davis 
that “once a schedule for the in- 
stallation of the signal has been 
determined, we will advise you 
further.” 

In announcing this decision at 
a worksession May 12 and later at 
a May 21 meeting of the Eleanor 
and Franklin Roosevelt Demo- 
cratic Club, Davis noted that it 
could be some time before the 
signal becomes a reality because 
it needs to be scheduled along 
with other SHA work and funded. 


Correction

Americans served the United 
States during World War II, 
with an average tour of duty 
of 33 months. More than 
400,000 Americans died in 
that war, and the generation 1s 
now dwindling by a rate of 
more than 1,100 people a 
day. 

The names of Greenbelt 
veterans who died in service 
were read by Emory Harman, 
as a bell was intoned with 
each name. Calvin Street, a 
Pearl Harbor survivor who 
represented the Disabled 
American Veterans Chapter 
23, spoke about his nephew, 
a Gulf War veteran now 31 
and battling cancer. His 
nephew asked him to tell 
people to “come walk with 
us through these military hos- 
pitals” and see how many in- 


jured young people fill the 
beds. 

George Ellers, who served 
as a communications officer in 
the Army Air Corps in the Pa- 
cific and now lives on Hill- 
side Road, said, “Pilots in our 
unit came back from Japan 
with the first photographs of 
the atomic bomb.” He smiled 
as young Katie Dillon, a junior 
Unit member, presented him 
with a red poppy. 

It was a weekend to remem- 
ber, a time of memories dusted 
off and held up to the light. 
And not just for World War II 
veterans — as every Memorial 
Day, the Vietnam veterans of

Astronomy Club 
Views Planets 


If the weather cooperates, the 
Greenbelt Astronomy Club will 
have two observing sessions in 
the next several days at the 
Wolfe Fields on Northway, ex- 
tended. The first session will be- 
gin at sunrise on Tuesday, June 8, 
and the second will begin at sun- 
set on Saturday, June 12. Club 
members will attend both events 
with aids for observing. 

The observing session on 
June 8 is to observe a very spe- 
cial and rare event. The planet 
Venus will transit (pass in front 
of, as seen from Earth) the sun, 
an event which has not occurred 
since 1882. The next transit 
will occur in 2012 and after that 
another will not happen until 
2117, so do not miss this rare 
opportunity. The transit will al- 
ready be in progress when the 
sun rises and is predicted to end 
at 7:06 a.m. Sunrise will occur 
at 5:41 a.m. that day. Unlike 
most of the club’s observing ses- 
sions, club members will be near 
the west edge of the fields in or- 
der to gain better visibility of 
the rising sun and Venus. 

On Saturday, June 12 the club 
will have one of its evening star 
parties. The planets Jupiter and 
Saturn will be visible, along with 
an assortment of stars, star clusters 
and nebulae. Sunset will be at 
8:34 p.m. that evening.

Underwater Photos 
At New Deal Cafe 


Underwater photographs taken 
by Karan Temple True will be on 
view at the New Deal Café in 
Roosevelt Center through June. 
On Sunday, June 13 from 7 to 9 
p.m. there will be a reception for 
True to which the public is in- 
vited. 

True’s photographs were taken 
in Bonaire, Netherlands Antilles. 
In 1994 she began snorkeling 
and then SCUBA diving. In 
1996 True began taking photo- 
graphs underwater. According to 
True: “I have had some great 
dives, doing about two each year 
since then and taking pictures 
most of the time. Coral is prob- 
ably the most compliant of un- 
dersea life to take pictures of, 
since it does not move. Sea fans 
are a bit more difficult as they 
sway in the current. 

“Fish do not pose for photog- 
raphers, except in very rare in- 
stances — sand divers and floun- 
der lay on the bottom and 
frogfish look like the coral they 
are living on. Eels hide in crev- 
ices and are rarely seen swim- 
ming about. 

“There are also the ocean cur- 
rents to consider when trying to 
take a picture as not only do the 
fish not stay still for you, you 
can’t always stay still either.

For Local Schools

additional $100,000 in revenue. 
An adjustment in the estimated 
Highway User Fee receipts from 
the state (from higher automo- 
bile licensing and registration 
fees) will add $62,000 and the 
expectation of a contribution 
from AIMCO, the owner of 
Springhill Lake apartments, to 
share in funding an additional 
police officer for that neighbor- 
hood will add $40,000. When 
these additional revenues are in- 
cluded, the adjusted revenue to- 
tal for FYO5 now amounts to 
$19,067,200. 
Increased Costs 

The May 21 memo also listed 
proposed adjustments to the ex- 
penditure side of the proposed 
budget, which were included in 
the agreements made by a major- 
ity of council on May 17. 
Funds added to the expenditure 
side were for additional staff re- 
quested by city department heads 
(and not funded in the city 
manager’s proposed budget), as 
well as increases for contribution 
groups, individual council re- 
quests and other items identified 
during budget worksessions. 
These expenditure additions to- 
taled $341,000. With these pro- 
posed additions, total expendi- 
tures in the adjusted budget 
would be balanced with adjusted 
revenues at $19,067,200. 

By the end of the brief public 
hearing there appeared to be no 
movement from council on the 
items discussed and informally 
accepted at the final budget 
worksession. Citizens will have 
another opportunity to provide 
input to council at the regular 
meeting on June 7 when the 
budget for FYO5 is scheduled for 
adoption.

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Pedestrian Safety Month in the City 


June has been designated as

Shortly after Greenbelt began, 
its newly acquainted citizens 
founded cooperative associations 
to meet their current needs and 
solve pressing problems. First 
among them, the Greenbelt Fed- 
eral Credit Union provided bank- 
ing services to what was then a 
village remote from other mu- 
nicipalities. Second was the 
Greenbelt Cooperative Publish- 
ing Association, publisher of the 
weekly newspaper you now are 
reading — first called the Coop- 


erator, later renamed _ the 
Greenbelt News Review.

GIVES History 

This is the history of GIVES, 
the Greenbelt Intergenerational 
Volunteer Exchange Service, 
which began in 1993. GIVES 
was formed primarily as a means 
for senior citizens to help each 
other, though, as the name im- 
plies, members of any age are 
welcome to become members. 
Accounted for on an hourly ba- 
Sis, participants offer services — 
perhaps driving someone to an

appointment or shopping for an- 
other member’s groceries, per- 
forming yard work or telephon- 
ing. Each participant is then re- 
imbursed with other needed ser- 
vices from other members. In 
other words, credits are trans- 
ferred from one account to an- 
other. In some cases time-served 
hours are donated to those in 
need. 

A volunteer in the central as- 
signment center, in office space 
located in a corner of the Com- 
munity Center’s Senior Lounge, 
arranges assignments and records 
what services were provided to 
which member and by whom. 
Serving as general office manager 
is Jean Lombardo, who oversees 
staffing of the office and the 
keeping of all records. 

Among other services offered 
are tutoring, sewing and mend- 
ing, meal delivery, letter writing, 
laundry, light housekeeping, mi- 
nor home repairs, visiting, pet 
sitting and telephone reassurance. 
Donations, in-kind services, grant 
money and fund-raising activities 
help to support the group finan- 
cially.
